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Purpose:

The purpose of this agency letter is to provide County Departments of Social/Human Services
with the procedure for notifying the Department of Health Care Policy and Financing when a
Medicaid client with an approved disability trust is no longer eligible for Medicaid.

Background:

If a Medicaid client or applicant is under the age of 65 and meets the disability criteria of Social
Security, he or she can establish a disability trust to establish resource eligibility for Medicaid.
Assets held in an approved disability trust are not countable resources when determining
Medicaid eligibility. See 10 C.C.R. 2505-10, Section 8.110.52.B.5.b.1 k.

When the client is no longer eligible to receive Medicaid, the Department of Health Care Policy

and Financing must receive all amounts remaining in the disability trust up to the total amount of
medical assistance provided to the client. See 10 C.C.R. 2505-10, Sections 8.110.52.B.5.b.1.1.
